This decision is issued in response to the "Response To Notification Of Missing 
Requirements" filed 27 December 2005, treated herein as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to 
withdraw the Notification Of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) mailed 24 October 
2005. No petition fee is required. 



The procedural background herein was set forth in the decision mailed herein on 07 
September 2005. In that decision, the declaration filed by applicants on 16 June 2005 was found 
acceptable under 37 CFR 1.42 and 1.497. 

On 24 October 2005, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
"Notification Of Missing Requirements" (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) requiring submission of a 
declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497. 

On 27 December 2005, applicants filed the "Response To Notification Of Missing 
Requirements" treated herein as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. The petition includes a copy of 
the previously filed declaration, as well as a copy of a return postcard itemizing the declaration 
and bearing a USPTO receipt stamp dated 16 June 2005 and a copy of the decision mailed herein 
on 07 September 2005. 



As set forth in the decision mailed on 07 September 2005, the declaration filed by 
applicants on 16 June 2005 is acceptable under 37 CFR 1.42 and 37 CFR 1.497. The 
"Notification Of Missing Requirements" mailed 24 October 2005, based as it was on applicants' 
purported failure to file a declaration acceptable under 37 CFR 1.497, is therefore appropriately 
vacated.
